FORMER AFFILIATE OF LEAGUE FOR INDUSTRIAL DEMOCRACY 

Students for a Democratic Society (commonly referred to 
as SDS) is the largest and best-known organization of the self-proclaimed 
"New Left." SDS was, until the two organizations amicably parted in 
1965, a youth affiliate of the League for Industrial Democracy. (The 
League is successor to the Inter-Collegiate Socialist Society--a group 
organized in 1905. The stated purpose of the Inter-Collegiate Socialist. 
Society was to mobilize college professors, students and graduates to 7 
teach socialism and collective ownership to college 6+14 teachers, 


professional men, and communities at large throughout the country. ) 
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"PORT HURON STATEMENT" OF 1962

The militant, defiant SDS organization which exists today 
actually was founded at a convention held at Port Huron, Michigan, 
et in June, 1962. A "select" group of students who described themselves 
ad as "liberals and radicals" attended this founding convention. It was 
i here that the group's "Port Huron Statement" (a "bible" in the recon- 
d stituted SDS movement) was drafted. 

The "Port Huron Statement" 1s a lengthy document (it 
fills 60 pages of a booklet) which covers a variety of subjects including 
7 peace, poverty and civil rights. The following are brief excerpts from 
this document: 

Í "AS a social system we seek the establish- 
ment of a democracy of individual participation, 
governed by two central aims: that the individual 
Bhare in those social decisions determining the 
quality and direction of his life; that society be 
organized to encourage independence in men and 
provide the media for their common participation. " 
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"The American political system is not the 

democratic model of which its glorifiers speak. 
In actuality it frustrates democracy by confusing 
the individual citizen, paralyzing policy discussion, 
and consolidsting the irresponsible power of military 
and business interests."

"We are subject to a remote control economy, 
which excludes the mass of individua] 'units'- -the 
people- -from basic decisions affecting the nature and 
organization of work, rewards, and opportunities. 
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"Today the world alternatively drifts and 


plunges towards a terrible war--when vision and 

change are required, our government pursues a 

policy of macabre dead-end dimensions--conditioned, 

but not justified, by actions of the Soviet bloc. 

Ironically, the war which seems so close will 

not be fought between the United States and Russia, 
not externally between two national entities, but 
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as an international civil war throughout the 
unrespected and unprotected civitas which spans 
the world. 

"While weapons have accelerated man's 
opportunity for self-destruction, the counter- 
impulse to life and creation 1s superbly manifest in 


the revolutionary feelings of many Asian, African and

(Tbomas Emmett Hayden, who was born in Detroit in 
December, 1939, is credited by SDS with being the chief architect of 
its "Port Huron Statement. " Hayden has been residing in Newark, New 
Jersey, and has been a leading figure in the Newark Community Union 
Project. He became the focal point of not only national, but international, 
attention in December, 1965, and January, 1966, when he joined 
Communist Party theoretician Herbert Aptheker and Yale faculty mem- 
ber Staughton Lynd on a trip to North Vietnam. Their trip constituted 
a blatant defiance of such laws as those-proscribing travel to countries 
designated by the Secretary of State, which countries include North Viet- 
nam, and prohibiting misuse of a United States passport. Aptheker is 
the father of Bettina Aptheker, a self-admitted communist who has 
been an active participant in SDS affairs. Lynd has been outspoken in 
opposing United States policy toward Vietnam and has participated in 
de:aonstrations from Washington, D. C., to Berkeley, California.)

The fact that an individual might have neither the educa- 


tion nor the experience--neither the necessary information nor the 
ability--to effectively participate in, or to "control," critically important 
policy decisions matters little to SDS. 

That chaos and individual anarchy would prevail if a 
system of "participatory democracy" were ever attempted in so large 
and complex a society as the United States is obvious. Yet, to the 
members of SDS, “participatory democracy" represents a Utopia to 
be practiced and promoted in SDS affairs. 

NATIONAL CONVENTION IN 1968 
For example, at the National Convention of SD8 which ` 


was held at Camp Maplehurst, Kewadin, Michigan, in June, 1965, the 
theme of "participatory democracy" prevailed from the opening moment 


until the closing day. All facilities at the convention site--including 
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cabins and bathrooms--were coed, being shared by the more than l 
250 participants without regard to sex, color or creed. The camp 


facilities were described as being filthy--but so were many of the dele- 
gates, a number of whom went barefoot, unshaven and unkempt. 

One of the participants in this National Convention, a 
faculty member from Wayne State University in Detroit, advocated that 
"chain-ins and sit-ins” be staged "at major thoroughfares" in the 
interest of promoting "peace." Another proposed an "emergency crisis 
program" to completely tie up traffic in Washington, D. C. His plan 
included such measures as stalling cars on expressways and staging 


"le-ins" in front of police and fire stations. 


The director of this convention, C. Clark Kissinger-- 


a mathematician and graduate of the University of Chicago who then, at 
age 24, was National Secretary of SD8--offered a proposal so radical 
that it was dubbed "Kissinger's Kamikaze." In order to force a 
"political trial" which would make the Government defend its "immoral 
acts in Vietnam, " Kissinger advocated that SDS members deliberately - 
violate the Espionage Act of 1917, as well as certain parta of the 
Military Code of Justice and certain provisions of the Smith Act of 1940. 
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. He specifically suggested that members enter American military * 7 
and distribute leafleta to demoralise servicemen and urge servicemen 


to desert or adopt other means of avoiding participation in the Vietnam 
conflict. 


NATIONAL OFFICE IN CHICAGO 

Since July, 1966, the national headquarters of SDG has 
been located in Room 206 at 1606 West Madison Street, Chicago, 
Illinois. The headquarters was moved to Chicago from New York City 


in the Spring of 1965. 
4 : Principal national officers, elected at the 1967 National 
Convention in Ann Arbor, Michigan, are Car1 George Davidson, Robert 
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Milton Pardun and Michael Spiegel. - 


Davidson, who holds the newly eatablished position of 
Interorganizational Secretary, was Vice President of SDS in 1966-1967. 


(The offices of President and Vice President were abolished in 1967.) Born 


ln July, 1943, Davidson graduated from Penn State University in 1964 and sub- 
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sequently became a philosophy instructor at the University of Nebraska. 
He organized and served as President of the SD8 chapter at the University 


of Nebraska before being elected Vice President of the national SD8

He became active in SDS at Austin, Texas, as a student at the University 
of Texas and has traveled extensively on behalf of SD8 in recent years. 

Spiegel was chosen to serve as National Secretary. A 
Harvard University student, he has been a very active member of the 
Harvard-Radcliffe chapter of SDS. 
SUBVERSIVE BEDFELLOWS OF SDS 

Since 1962, the Communist Party, USA, and other 
subversive organizations have indulged in extensive courtships of SDS-- 
and SDS has not been reluctant to'accept the attentions showered upon 
it by these suitors. FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover called attention to 
this fact in a message published in the October, 1966, issue of the 
"FBI Law Enforcement Bulletin" in which he described SDG as "a 
militant youth group which receives support from the Communist Party 
and which in turn supports communist objectives and tactics." 
Mr. Hoover stated that Gus Hall, General Secretary of the Communist 


Party, has characterized SDS as a group which the Party has "going for us." 
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(On October 7, 1966 - approximately one week after A | 
the October, 1966, issue of the "FBI Law Enforcement Bulletin" vas ` 
published--"New Left Notes, official SDS newspaper, printed an 
article stating: 
"Well, for once, J. Edgar Hoover 18 right. 

There are some Communists in SDS. Every regular 

reader of 'New Left Notes' must be fully aware of 

that fact, and he must also know that some of those 

Communists have openly admitted their membership 

in both organizations. . . . SDS is an open organi- 

zation which welcomes all who seek for solutions 

to the problems of our day.) 

In an Associated Press news story datelined at Chicago, 
Illinois, on October 17, 1965, the then Attorney General Nicholas 
Katzenbach also was quoted as having disclosed that the Department of 
Justice had found "some Communists and some persons very closely 
associated with Cominunists" working for SDS. 

` Communists and members of other subversive organi- 

zations have been prominent among the participants in meetings and 
other functions of SDS. For example, two members of the National 


Committee of the Communist Party, USA, took part in the National Con- 
vention which SDS held last mannier at Clear Lake, Iowa. These two 
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Party eme, Bettina Aptbeker and Carl Bloice, participated in a 3 
panel which discussed "working with communists." A third participant 


: in this panel represented the pro- Peking Progressive Labor Party. 


On April 17, 1965, when the much-publicized "March 


on Washington" to protest United States action in Vietnam took place, 


scores of current and former Communist Party members joined in 
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this SDS- organized and -controlled demonstration. Furthermore, 
deliberately or otherwise, SDS members have assisted Marxists to 
build a bridge between themselves and American youth in other ways. 
For example, SDS sponsored the appearance of Edward Lamansky at 
the University of Washington in January, 1966. Commenting on Lamansky's 
appearance there, the University's student newspaper, stated: 

"...(Lamansky) emphasized that 


while he is a communist, he works for the 


PLP (Progressive Labor Party), not the 
Communist Party.... Lamansky is from 
New York. He was the leader of the student 
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group which went to Cuba in the summer 
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The student newspaper also quoted Lamansky as stating 
in an interview, "I am a communist. On Thureday, I'm going to tell why 
Ithink everybody should be communists and why I think the United States 
should have a communist revolution." 
With regard to the $2 wedding between SDS and the 
Marxists, it is interesting to note that a most significant change was 
made in the Preamble to the SDS Constitution at SDS' 1965 National Con- 
vention. Prior to the 1965 National Convention, the Preamble to the SDS 
Constitution (which was originally adopted in June, 1962) had stated, 
"Students for a Democratic Society is an association of young people 
on the left. It seeks to create a sustained community of educational 
and political concern; one bringing together liberals and radicals, 
activists and scholars, students and faculty. . . It feels the urgency to 
put forth a radical, democratic —— counterposed to authoritarian 
movements both of Communism and the domestic Right." During the 1965 
National Convention, the Preamble was amended to eliminate the words 
"counterposed to authoritarian movements both of Communism and the 
domestic Right." 2 
The book entitled "The New Left" by Phillip Abbott Luce, 
published in 1966, contains an extensive treatment of SDS which includes 


the following statements: 
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"SDS has become more and more radical and ^ 
has espoused the united-front policy of joining with the 
myriad of young Communist groups in demonstrations. 

This indicates a shift in the thinking of the leadership. 

But it is important for the growth of SDS to keep a 

public "ideological independence! in order to keep 

from being categorized as a Communist organization, 

which it certainly is not... . "(page 149) 

. . . (SDS) threw open its membership to 

the young Communists. . . (page 156) 

"The young Communists are, of course, 

elated at the ultra-left swing of SDS and are vying 

to attempt to hese! it under their individual control." 

(Page 160) 

(The dust jacket of "The New Left" describes Luce as 
having been born in Ohio in 1938 and as having been "widely recognized 
ag a leader and spokesman of the 'New Left' prior to his break with Com- 
munism in January of 1965. '") 

A GROWING MEMBERSHIP 

SDS currently claims to have more than 150 chapters 
across the United States. The then Vice President,Carl Davidson, commented 
on the size of SDS' membership in an ماما‎ in the February 3, 1967, 


. issue of the official SDS publication "New Lett Notes" as follows: 
"Recently, Nick Egleson and I, after visiting 
about 60 SDS chapters between us, compared notes 
on the numerical size of SDS. According to our 
modest, if not conservative, estimates, about 30, 000 
young Americans consider themselves members 


of SDS chapters. Over 6,000 of these have National 
SDS membership cards. The 30, 000 figure is 


remarkable in two ways. First, we are much 
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larger than we thought we were. Second, starting 
from almost zero, we have achieved that number 
in seven years; we have grown tenfold in only 
2 years." 
(The Nick Egleson referred to above is Nicholas 
Michael Egleson, who served as President of SDS in 1966-67. 
He was born in California in June, 1944, and graduated from 


Swarthmore College in Pennsylvania in June, 1966. Egleson 


visited North Vietnam in the Spring of 1967 and reported on his trip 
to the delegates to the SDS National Convention in Ann Arbor, Michigan.) 
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„ ^ Davidson's article also stated, "Far more people - 1 
looking for us than we manage to consciously reach out to. Hardly "ia 
week goes by that the National Office doesn't discover an active SD8 


chapter somewhere that no one knew existed." 
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The October 28, 1966, issue of "New Left Notes" con- 


tains a list of 145 SDS chapters ranging geographically from the University 

of Florida at Gainesville to the University of Washington in Seattle. Typical 
of the colleges and universities where SDS is active today are: 
Cornell University in Ithaca, New York, 
where SDS has shared a basement apartment 
at 107 Dryden Rodd as its office with antiwar 
organizations. At Ithaca, SDS has been very active 
in protesting United States intervention in Vietnam 
and opposing military conscription. It has engaged 
in such demonstrations as the picketing of a 
Dow Chemical Company (manufacturer of napalm) 
job-applicant interviewer on the Cornell campus 
in the Fall of 1966. As part of its campaign of 
criticism of the University's administration, SDS 
obtained special buttons in the Fall of 1966. The 
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buttons came in sets of two and were intended to i 
ridicule Cornell's Proctor, Lowell George. The 
first button read, "I Am Not Yet Convinced The 
Proctor is a Horse's Ass." The second button 
read, "I Am Convinced," 

Bruce David Dancis, who was born in New 
York City in May, 1946, was elected SDS president 
at Cornell in October, 1966, Dancis was indicted 
by the Federal Grand Jury at Auburn, New York, 
on April 4, 1967. The indictment charges that 
Dancis mutilated his Selective Service card. The 
alleged mutilation occurred at a public gathering on 
the campus at Cornell on the afternoon of December 14, 
1966, in the presence of a number of persons. 

(The March 28, 1967, issue of "The Worker," 
a communist newspaper, contains an article captioned 
"Cornell Expels 9 Anti-War Students. This states, 
"Nine Cornell University students were expelled from 
school last week when they launched a drive at the 
Ithaca campus and at the colleges to recruit 500 
students who would burn their draft cards at the 
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April 15 demonstration in New York City. According Í

Pennsylvania State University at University 
Park, Pennsylvania, where the SDS chapter has 
staged a fund drive to raise money in support of 
medical care for persons injured in napalm raids in 
the Vietnam war. SDS members have also engaged in 
harassment of the Dow Chemical Company in connection 
with Dow job-jnterviewing activities at Penn State this 
year; and they hae Bette that the University adminis- 
tration not cooperate with the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities. 

Carl Davidson, Interorganizational Secretary 
of SDS, is a graduate of Penn State. 

Uuversity of Wisconsin at Madison, Wisconsin in, 
where Henry W. Haslach, head of the SDS chapter, was 
arrested in February, 1967, in connection with demonstra- 
tions 07, the Dow Chemical Company at the University. 
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SDS has been the target of considerable 
criticism in Madison. Wisconsin State Legislator 
Gordon Roseleip introduced a resolution in the State 
Legislature urging abolishment of SDS and the W. E. B. 
DuBois Clubs of America (a youth organization which 
was founded at the direction of the Communist Party 
and is communist-controlled) at the University of 
Wisconsin campus. 

(The March 13, 1967, issue of "New Left Notes“ 
printed an article under the caption "Wisconsin & Dow" 


stating in part: "Members of SDS from the University 


of Wisconsin have been engaged in a prolonged struggle 


resisting the presence of Dow Chemical recruiters 
on the Campus... .On the third day of the protest, 
there was a march on campus to protest the arrest of 
a total of 16 persons in the past two days. During 
the course of the proceedings about ten more people 


were arrested. 
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"Also during the course of the day Marty 
Tandler, SDS regional traveler, was conducting

the University. In 1967, SDS (or, as it is commonly 


known at Michigan, ''Voice") has staged protests against 
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personnel recruitment by the Central Intelligence 
Agency on the campus--and has also been involved 
in a sit-in at the Ann Arbor Police Department 
following the confiscation by police of an obscene 
motion picture which was being shown on the campus. 

The SDS chapter at the University of Michigan 
has most recently been headed by Gary Rothberger. He 
was preceded in this position by Michael Zweig, a teanhing 
fellow in economics. 

(The March 28, 1967, issue of "The Worker," 
a communist newspaper, contains an article showing 
that Michael Zweig and Gary Rothenberger "sounded-of{" 
at a function at the University of Michigan involving 
Senator Philip A. Hart and Congressman Gerald Ford. 
According to the article, Senator Hart and Congress- 
man Ford "were denounced by anti-war students... when 
both politicians refused to reply to students on U. S.

Many of the 
d articles and poems which it publishes would shock the ordinary citizen-- 
particularly those citizens whe arb repulsed by the sight of four-letter 
words. 

Vietnam, Selective Service, "the military-industrial 
complex, " American foreign policy--these are the favorite targets for 
attack in "New Left Notes." Others include poverty and discrimination. 

SDS and its weekly newspaper are obsessed with 
methods of avoiding military service. For example, the January 20,
